‘Oklahoma protest decision 
favors Kidd 


After conferring with AMA’s legal 
counsel, Professional Competition 
Manager Mel Parkhurst and Cen- 
tral Region Referee Duke Olliges 
agreed to sustain Mike Kidd’s 
protest of the posted results for 
the May 23 Oklahoma City 
National Half Mile. The protest 


arose over the application of AMA rules 
for scoring a red-flagged race after the 
National was stopped due to multiple 
crashes which involved Kidd, among 
others. 


The revised finish order now reads: 
1) Hank Scott, 2) Mike Kidd, 3) Ted 
Boody, 4) Corky Keener, 5) Gene 
Romero, 6) Steve Morehead, 7) Jay 
Springsteen, 8) Gary Scott, 9) Steve 
Droste, 10) Dave Aldana, 11) Tom 
Berry, 12) Steve Eklund, 13) Kenny 
Roberts, 14) Terry Poovey. The 
announcement and results were 
contained in a letter circulated to riders 
at Louisville. 


After learning of the ruling, and in 
accordance with the rules, five riders 
(Gary Scott, Dave Aldana, Jay 
Springsteen, Ted Boody, and Steve 
Droste) protested and were denied by 
Olliges. Gary Scott then filed his $100 
and appealed the decision. AMA 
President Bob Rudolph has 10 days to 
designate an appeal board, and a ruling 
should come in two to three weeks. 


Gaston on the gas

125cc motocross championship, eight 
motos, Gaston Rahier (Suz) has six wins 
and two seconds, after a clean sweep of 
the Belgian round May 30.

Jim Pomeroy (Bul) won the first 
moto, but did not figure in the top five 
on the second posting, in sketchy 
reports of the Italian 250 motocross 
round May 30. Gunnady Moisseev 
(KTM) with a 2-1 score, took the overall 
and moved closer to class-leading Heikki 
Mikkola, whose best effort was a third 
in the first moto. Hans Maisch (4-3), 
Mikkola (3-6) and Andre Malherbe (5-5) 
trailed Moisseev in the overall results. 


Nixon into F750 points lead 
Frenchmen Christian Estrosi (Yam) 
and Phillipe Coulon (Yam) swept to 
victory on their home ground May 30, 
but Gary Nixon (Kaw), fourth behind 
Giacomo Agostini, vaulted ahead of 
Steve Baker in the Formula 750 point 
standings after, the French round. 


Two National Trials rounds 


SoCal Champion Bernie Schreiber 
(Bul) won the Texas round over Lane 
Leavitt (Bul), and Sweet. The Missouri 
round was tightly contested between 
the top four, as Californian Mark Eggar 
(Hon) won it with 36 points, trailed by 
Leavitt, 37; Sweet, 38; and Joe 
Guglielmelli (Hon), 39. , 

Unofficially, Sweet leads the series 
with 37 points, Leavitt has 32 and Eggar 
has 28. The circuit now takes a long 
break, to resume with the first of three 
Pacific Coast rounds October 16.

FIM fixes 1977 dates, 
twiddles the rules 


In a busy session that included creation 
of a new “TT World Championship,” 
for the Isle of Man races and other 
similar events, the FIM jiggled and 
nudged its rules at the behest of its 
several member-nation associations 
rather than make sweeping changes. 

Great Britain received the right to 
hold the 1978 Individual Speedway 
World Championship Final to 
commemorate its golden age of 
speedway. 

The FIM denied a request by the 
ACU to bump the road racing sidecar 
GP limit from 500cc to 750cc, but 
accepted a proposal to standardize trials 
scoring with the 0-1-2-3-5 point system. 
The Commission for Track Racing 
accepted a noise control standard that is 
consistent with that of the AMA. (MV 
has threatened to quit racing over the 
noise rule.) 

The Technical Commission 
homologated the Norton Challenge 
(747.6cc) and a Konig/VDM (680cc) for 
Formula 750. 

The 1977 calendar was fixed, and 
America’s 1977 World Championship 
and FIM Prize dates announced. In 
some cases, location TBA. 

Mar. 13 Formula 750 (Daytona) 
Apr. 17 U.S. Trials round (site TBA) 
Jun. 19 500cc Motocross USGP 
July 17 125cc Motocross USGP 
Sep. 18 Formula 750 (tentative) 
(possible West Coast site) 

As in past years, the U.S. motocross 
and trials rounds will precede the 
Canadian rounds by one week. In spite 
of the scoring and tax hassles, it appears 
that Venezuela has again gained a 
Formula 750 road race, and a full Grand 
Prix set for two weeks after Daytona. 


“Save the Salt” race series 

The Utah Salt Flat Racing Association is 
a new club, dedicated to protecting the 
Bonneville Salt Flats from the nearly 
one mile a year loss suffered due to 
industrial encroachment. (Bonneville’s 
industrial neighbors, BLM regulation 
notwithstanding, manage to pump away 
the crucial water which is the 
self-renewing agent for the unique salt 
flats.) To raise money for their ‘Save 
the Salt" campaign, and to give riders a 
monthly opportunity to see how fast 
their machines really are, the club will 
run a series of races, starting in June, for 
bikes and cars, stock and modified, all 
classes, gas and fuel (whew!). 

The track will be a two mile run ata 
quarter-mile trap. Since AMA sanctions 
have not been applied for, AMA classes 
and official records will not apply. Tire 
rules which apply to bikes: under 125 
mph may run DOT street tires; 125-175 
mph must run road racing tires; over 
175 mph must run specially-approved 
Bonneville tires. 

All proceeds will go to a campaign 
aimed at saving the salt from further 
industrial abuse. For more info, contact

Make no mistake about it, Gary 
Scott is alive and well and has no 
intention of letting anybody wrest 
the Grand National Championship 


from his grasp. Scott, declaring 
“PIL ride whatever line it takes to 
win,” just moments before the 
start of the 20 Lap Louisville 
AMA Grand National 
Championship/Camel Pro Series half 
mile did: exactly that to win the tenth 
running of the Louisville Downs (Ky.) 
event. 


The win put Gary into a solid third 
place in the point standings and, 
pending the awarding of points from the 
decision in last week’s Oklahoma 
National protest (which apparently was 
not counter protested) could move him 
to within only a couple of points of 
leaders Rick Hocking and Kenny 
Roberts. *(The results of the protest are 
listed in Upshot.) 


About 15 minutes later Scott, with a 
bottle of bubbly in one hand, was 
telling all those in the press room that 
the flowers in. the winner’s~ garland 
around his neck smelled 
“deeee-lightful.”’ 


Scott had his Carl Patrick tuned 
Harley-Davidson in the lead from the 
second lap on, but behind him the 
action was hot and heavy with 
second/third places being decided at the 
finish line in an almost dead heat 
involving the Bill Werner tuned Harley 
of Jay Springsteen and the'Stiell Racing 








Specialties Yamaha of Gary's brother 
Hank. The second place nod went to 
Springsteen. 


Harley-Davidson teamsters Rex 
Beauchamp and Greg Sassaman filled 
out fourth and fifth places with Kenny 
Roberts putting his Bud Aksland tuned 
Yamaha International Yamaha in sixth, 


Time Trials 
The magic 25 second bracket was 
broken by four riders, all 


Harley-Davidson mounted. The quartet 
was led by last year’s winner Jay 
Springsteen with a clocking of 25.764 
with rookie Steve Eklund, Corky 
Keener, and Jim Zeigler following. Gary 
Scott timed fifth fast with Kenny 
Roberts, after some chassis adjustment, 
taking 13th fastest. Charlie Chapple was 
the cut off man at 26.971. 


The track, which had been loose in 
practice, began to groove up and get 
slower as time trials progressed although 
there remained more than just one line 
for the riders. 


Trophy Race 
Steve Freeman and Billy Schaeffer 
found themselves on the penalty line for 
the start of the trophy race, but in 
Freeman’s case that only made him ride 
all the harder. Steve Eklund took the 
‘victory, but it was Freeman's ride from

last on lap one to second 11 laps later at 
the checkers that electrified the crowd. 


Bubba Rush set out to put some 
space between himself and the rest of 
the field during the first few laps with 
the rest of the field sorting themselves 
out. Steve Eklund began his charge 
about three laps into the race while 
Freeman was picking up two positions 
per lap. Eklund closed in on him and 
then passed Rush on lap eight with 
Freeman moving up past Steve Droste 
and Mike Kidd to challenge Rush. 
Freeman took Rush on lap ten as 
Eklund opened breathing room to take 
the checkers two laps later. 


National 

Louisville’s famed limestone surface 
showed a wide black groove by the time 
the National was to be gridded with an 
area of loose grit easing itself into a 
deep cushion. The surface was deceptive 
because under the loose grit and the 
cushion the track was a rutted surface. 
“I don’t see how anyone will be able to 
ride up high for 20 laps," said one 
Harley rider, “without tiring badly." 
Tires, a major consideration in any race, 
were of prime important since the track 
18-80 abrasive. 

Gary Scott chose the inside pole of 
the 14 rider one row start with Ted 


,for the 





Boody, Rex Beauchamp, Greg 
Sassaman, Doug Schl, Chuck Palmgren, 
Dave Sehl, Jay Ridgeway (the only 
Triumph in the field), Jay Springsteen, 
Hank Scott, Jim Ziegler, Billy Eves, 
Kenny Roberts and Corky Keener 
alongside awaiting the green starting 
light. Ted Boody immediately backed 
off the line with a fouled plug which 
was quickly changed. 


Kenny Roberts got the holeshot off 
the line with Gary the first rider into 
turn one and Chuck Palmgren taking the 
lead out of turn two on the first lap. 
Gary grabbed the lead on the next go 
around (“I thought the high line would 
be the place for the opening laps, but 
when Chuck went by low I dropped 
back down right away.") and held: on 
remainder of the 20 lap 
National. 


Dave Sehl moved quickly into second 
with Palmgren dropping «back as his 
engine went off song. Corky Keener was 
already out with clutch failure. By lap 
three Springsteen was into third with 
Palmgren behind, but slowly dropping 
back. Jim Zeigler held fifth with 
Sassaman їп sixth followed Ьу 
Ridgeway, Beauchamp, Hank Scott, 
Roberts, Boody, Doug Sehl and Eves 
(slowing after the gas petcock was left 
turned off). 





Hank Scott tried high and low lines 
picking up position and then losing it 
again. By lap eight Springsteen had 
displaced Dave Sehl in second as 
Beauchamp moved into fourth and 
Hank Scott fifth. Roberts was lying 
seventh behind Zeigler with Sassaman 
close behind. Beauchamp nipped into 
third on the next lap with Hank Scott 
moving to fourth one lap later setting 
up a great battle in the coming laps for 
second through fourth place while 
Sassaman and Dave Sehl dueled for 
fifth. 

Roberts, with a new Goodyear D/T 
Il, spent a good deal of time on the 
groove, then moved up high when his 
tire appeared to be slipping, but lost 
position up there and returned to the 
groove. Ted Boody, who had made a 
high line work for him in the heat was 
trying it to no avail. 


With three laps to go Gary Scott had 
a safe lead while Springsteen and Hank 
Scott continued their wheel to wheel 
battle for second. Beauchamp, feeling 
the effects of the rough track on his still 
healing collarbones eased off holding 


.fourth. Dave Sehl, Sassman, Roberts, 


and Doug Sehl followed. 

Sassaman made his successful move 
for fifth with one lap to go with 
Roberts following suit shortly after for 


sixth dropping Dave Sehl to seventh 
ahead of brother Doug. 


The crowds' eyes flashed from the 
image of Gary Scott taking the checkers 
to the almost singular visage of 
Springsteen and Hank Scott glued 
together taking the flag. Rolling into 
victory lane they looked at each other 
shaking their heads. “I thought I had ya 
Springer. You slipped a little coming 
out of turn four," said Hank. “Yea,” 
countered Jay, “but I was leaning up 
over the handlebars to get that extra 
foot.” Laughs all around. Jay got 
second. 

Gary was all smiles, but it was 
brother Hank who did all the vocalizing. 
“Shell Thuett is the proudest man in the 
pits now. We Yamahauled this Harley 
track if you know that I mean. Yea, 
spell Yamaha in Capitols.” ө

MEXICO, N.Y., MAY 30 

Team  Husqvarna's ‘Rhinestone 
Cowboy" Kent Howerton hit full 
throttle in his struggle back 
toward the top of the National 
MX heap by topping the country’s 
major talent in the Bilstein spon- 
sored Moto-Masters Parks 500cc 
National event. Almost without 
exception, the factory showed up with 
new machines, tricked to the gills. And 
almost without exception, the new 
unproven mounts fell a bit short on 
development, leaving Howerton’s Eric 
Crippa prepared Husky to take the big 
money. 

"| thought I was gonna do it last 
week," Howerton remarked at the day's 
end, referring to the 250cc National in 
Pennsylvania. He and Crippa had both 
expected to do well there until an 
unforseen knee injury in the first moto 
had forced Kent to slow. Still tender, 
the knee bothered Howerton this week 
although it obviously didn't hurt his 
speed. 

In the 250cc Support class race, Don 
“Killer” Kudalski chalked up a 1-2 
victory despite pre-race predictions that 
favored Can-Am’s Jimmy Ellis. 

Ellis, who had not yet received a 
500cc class cycle from the Candian 
firm, was relegated to running in the 
Support class. He was expected to come 
away an easy winner, but Lady Luck’s 
grudge against Captain Cobalt once 
again knocked him from a shot at the 
top slot. A flat tire in the first moto had 
father George Ellis throwing his hands 
up in exasperation as Jimmy gradually 
lost his initial commanding lead one by 
one to three riders, ending up fourth. 
Ellis regrouped for round two and 
scored the win, but it was too late and 
Kudalski's 1-2 easily outranked Ellis’ 
4-1. 

Ossa riders John Gurga and Kenny 
Zahrt filled the third and fourth 
positions; John with a 3-4 and Kenny 
with a 2-6. Mickey Kessler on a factory 
Kawasaki scored fifth. 

First moto 

Honda’s holeshot artist Rich 
Eierstedt hit turn one side by side with 
Kawasaki’ 500cc National Champ 
Jammin’ Jimmy Weinert but the 
Jammer had the inside line and held on 
to lead for the first half lap. Weinert was 
riding with an injured knee; the kneecap 
had been cracked, ironically, by a rock 
tossed up by Tony DiStefano’s rear 
wheel in practice; and midway through 
lap one, Jammin’ lost his lead. As they 
dropped into a mudhole, Weinert put 
out the leg but it just didn’t work, and 
at the end of the first lap he was back in 
18th place. Reportedly, the knee will be 
in a cast for the next six weeks, 
effectively giving Tony D. the 250cc 
National Championship title on a platter 
at Southwick on June sixth. 

Eierstedt held a decent lead over 
Yamaha teamster Bob Hannah at the 
completion of the opening lap, and a 
pumped Pierre Karsmakers rode his new 
red engined RC400 in third. Kent 
Howerton, Gaylon Mosier, Bobby 
Harris, Jim Turner and Tony DiStefano 
filled places third through seventh. 

Pierre had problems with his air filter 
clogging. The Honda started running 
poorly, and continued to get 
progressively worse throughout the race. 
Pierre babied it in to eventually finish 
eighth in the moto. 

Hannah caught and passed Eierstedt 
on the 10th lap. Lackey had recovered 
strongly from his first turn problem, 
and by this time was pestering Mosier 
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Second moto, first turn, Karsmakers bites it while Eierstedt (94), Hannah (39) and Howerton (3) fan out. 


for sixth place. Twenty-sixth on the 
first lap, Lackey charged up through the 
ranks, but his bad luck hadn’t ended 
yet. Bad Brad fell while racing with 
Tony D. on the 11th lap. 

“He stuffed a tree!” Tony exclaimed 
after the moto, but even that wasn’t the 
end. Lackey’s air filter, like Pierre’s, 
filled with dirt and gradually stifled the 
390 Husky. 

On a track that seemed to get rougher 
with every lap, Bob Hannah continued 
onward to take the round one win. 
Howerton held a solid second place over 
Eierstedt, and Gary Semics moved into 
fourth. 

Tony D. finished fifth after 
recovering from a fall. The Suzuki’s 
front wheel washed out on a tight turn 
and the following rider piled into it. The 
two bikes locked together, and valuable 
time was lost in untangling the mess. 


Second moto 

If turn one had been a problem in the 
first moto, it turned into a disaster for at 
least six riders at the start of the second 
45-minute-plus-two-lap leg. Once again, 
Rich Eierstedt rocketed his last year's 
Honda to the immediate lead closely 
pursued by Bob Hannah, Kent 
Howerton and Steve Stackable. 

Weinert, under the instructions of 
Kawasaki Team Manager Tim Smith, 
had chosen not to ride. 

"] couldn't see trying to ride with it 
and possibly falling off and injuring the 
other leg," Weinert explained. The 
decision, made before the cracked 
kneecap had been discovered, turned 
out to be the wisest choice. 

Tony DiStefano, Pierre Karsmakers, 
Rick Burgett, Billy Grossi, Wayne 
Boyer and Terry Tucker were taken out 
in a first turn midpack pile up. 

Eierstedt, once again, held the first 
lap lead, but this time it wasn’t to last as 
long as it had in the first moto. Suzuki’s 
Steve “Short Stack” Stackable had 
exited ‘turn one in fourth, passed 
Howerton on the first lap, then picked 
off Hannah on the second time around. 
Howerton joined Stack in getting by 
Hannah and the pair aimed for 
Eierstedt. 

Lap five marked the end of Rich 
Eierstedt's lead as Stackable squeezed 


| past to take over. Howerton overtook 


Rich on the next time around. 
Following the top four, Gaylon 
Mosier waged a strong effort to hold off 
Kawasaki's newest rider, Terry Clark. 
Tony D., riding in seventh after a quick 
recovery from his first turn spill, was 
closing on the pair. Gary Semics, 11th 
on lap one, had also aimed for the top 
and was making up ground in a hurry. 
“I saw Stackable was getting tired, 
and I figured Kent would poop out, 
too,” Bob told us afterward. “But 





Howerton looked over his shoulder, saw 
me, said ‘uh-oh’ to himself and got past 
Stackable. Then I said ‘uh-oh’. I knew 
then that he’d just been goofin’ off!” 


Howerton overtook Stackable on lap 
12, and Hannah followed him past a lap 
later. Hannah wanted the win, it had 
come down to a case where whichever 
one of them won the second moto 
would take the overall win. 

Steve Stackable held down third in 
the moto, but his hard luck in the first 
round kept him from placing in the top 
five. A fall and a temporary seizure had 
left Stack in 16th for round one, and 
coupled with his round two third, gave 
him an eighth overall. 

Tony DiStefano came back from the 
first turn fall to take fourth for the 
moto for a 5-4 overall third placing. 





Gary Semics followed The D. home in 
round two (after beating him in the first 
moto) for a 4-5 points tie and scored 
fourth overall. *

260 enduro riders signed up for 


this 


year’s National Championship 


Greenhorn Enduro, far short of 
the 500 rider limit. The turnout 


was off due to the night portion 
of this year’s return leg. The 
Pasadena MC decided to make 
things a little more interesting and 
scheduled the Sunday start at 12:30 
a.m. Apparently many riders felt they 
couldn’t handle the night riding or 
couldn’t get their bikes rigged for 
decent lights. 

The enduro started at John Muir High 
School in Pasadena with the first riders 
out at 5:46 a.m. on Saturday. Early 
morning risers were greeted by the sight 
of street legal dirt bikes cruising on 
Lincoln Blvd. Soon the riders found 
themselves on fire roads and heavy dust. 
Approximately 8.7 miles out disaster 
struck for many riders as someone had 
torn down ribbon at a fork and retied it 
going the wrong way. By the time the 
riders had figured out what happened 
and got back on course. they were down 
anywhere from five to ten minutes and 
were late to the first check. The speeds 
were low enough so that most riders got 
back on time, when just before the first 
emergency gas the ribbon just plain 
disappeared. Apparently a bike-hating 
miner had taken down all the ribbon in 
the area. Since the roads went in all 
different directions it soon developed 
into mass confusion. 

Since 10 minutes was alloted for the 
gas, most riders got back on time and 
took off down the highway hoping that 
the next section was going to be better. 
After some highway riding to relax, the 
course turned down a narrow sandwash 
at 40 mph, turned to 30 mph and it was 
boogie time! It was flat out to the check 
and most good riders just barely made 
it. The cards were being flipped wrong 
but the check knew it. A speed change 
to 13 mph and riders relaxed a little, 
knowing they were in free territory and 
figured no sweat, 13 was easy. No way! 
Soon they were in a little windy canyon 
bouncing off rocks, ducking through 
brush and crossing a little stream. Most 
riders came out of the section anywhere 
from two to ten minutes late. Bultaco’s 
Mike Hannon was a minute early! A 
check here would have spread the riders 
out a little but none was waiting. 

From here on to the gas stop at 
Pearblossom it was easy riding on good 
fire roads. The schedule provided only a 
minute or two at most gas stops so a 
good pit crew was mandatory. The 
course now turned East towards Cajon 
Pass on highways until it left the 
pavement and headed back up into the 
mountains on a fire road. Riders who 
rode the "Horn two years ago recognized 
the area and sure enough, there was a 
check in the same spot as two years ago 
where the road came out to the highway 
at Jackson Lake. The next check was a 
beauty, located just as the riders turned 
off the highway. More than one was 
caught early. An emergency gas at Cajon 
Pass, then the course crossed under 
Interstate 15 and up into the San 
Bernardino Mountains. 

The next section was mostly fire road 
and scenic but had riders very upset as 
the mileages and times were so far off as 
to be ridiculous. The first check was off, 
get this, 1.2 miles. What to do? No 
problem thought the riders, there was a 
speed change coming up and they could 
zero at the change and straighten things 
out. Unfortunately, the speed change 
sign was missing or located where no 
one could find it. So now the riders had 
to make a choice — go with their 
original mileage figuring the check was 
indeed  mislocated, or dial into the 
mileage at the check figuring it was just 
misclocked and hope for the best. The 
riders who dialed into the check were 
three minutes late to the next check. To 
cap things off, the next check was 
somewhat in the vicinity of the right 
mileage but the sign had the wrong key 


time. This whole section got protested. 

After a run down Highway 18 to the 
desert and gassing at Camp Rock Road, 
riders were back on their old familiar 
ground. Here the course looped around 
to Anderson Dry Lake, turned towards 
Soggy Dry Lake with the riders gassing 
at Bessemer Mine Road, then making a 
long loop out in the Johnson Valley 
before heading back to the last gas stop 
where they would be pitting for the 
layover. Just a short 17 mile loop and 
they were done for seven hours. One 
check was a standout. It was located at 
the top of a tough sand uphill and many 
riders burnt it in their haste to make it to 
the top. 


Day Two 

After a brief rest the riders and pit 
crews were busy preparing the bikes for 
the night section. Quartz lights were the 
favorite and many variations of 
instrument lighting to be seen. A few 
short hours of restless sleep and it was 
time to get up and back in the saddle 
for another 12 hours. At 12:31 the first 
riders sped off into the blackness with 
their beams of light providing them with 
a tunnel of vision. PMC used reflective 
arrows and stakes to mark the course 
and no problems were encountered that 
I heard of. Speeds were very slow as 
PMC was worried that higher speeds 
with the expected dust could create 
safety problems. A brisk wind kept the 
dust off and the biggest problem was 
avoiding burning checks. One loop back 
to the pits and then off for the next gas 
at Rabbit Dry Lake. The sight of the 
riders off in the distance was like 
watching a slow motion movie of 
fireflies lined up like a parade. The pit 
crews were again on the move as they 
probably got less sleep than the riders. 
As dawn filled the sky the riders started 
arriving at the Rabbit Dry Lake gas. 


The course led up High Road back 
into the San Bernardino Mountains for 
the return leg. Awaiting was a free 
section that only went 0.9 mile yet 
allowed an hour to complete. Riders 
were a little apprehensive of what 
awaited them but as it turned out, it 
was the same rocky water crossing as 
last year. Most made it through in ten 
minutes so they had a 15 minute break 
at the other side. A large group of riders 
turned spectators soon were cheering on 
any miscue of a later arrival. 

The next section was laid out by the 
same guy who screwed up Saturday. It 
wasn’t much better. When the riders hit 
Cajon Pass gas they just shrugged it off; 
they expected it. 

The course led down highway 39 in 
what was described by one rider as a 
“road race pure and simple.” A brisk 45 
mph average had them really gassing it 
down the hill to maintain the average. A 
couple of checks were waiting to catch 
the tardy. Finally it was back onto fire 
roads for the final leg into Pasadena and 
a huge crowd was waiting. for their 
heroes to motor in. 

Montesa team rider Fred Hayes 
finished his first Greenhorn after five 
attempts and team captain Dave Evans 
wanted me to mention that it took Fred 
getting a Montesa to do it. 

Who won? That will be decided when 
all the protests are in and checks 
adjusted. There are a number of riders 
who figured they did good in. spite of 
the screwups. Last year’s winner Tom 
Getzfried seemed dialed in and pumped 


up to make it two in a row. Team 
Honda member Don Sanford all the way 
from Odessa, Texas felt he had it under 
control. The Bultaco team of Mike 
Hannon, Bob Steffan and Sam Lyman 
all looked good and finished intact. So 
did the Montesa team. It’s going to be 
hard to figure and I don’t envy the 
Pasadena referee’s job at all. ө

come from behind charges both 


motos against reigning National 
Champion Marty Smith to win 
both motos of the 125cc AMA 
National Motocross, at Red Bud 


Track & Trail in Buchanan, Michigan. 
Fierce racing developed in each moto as 
Smith experienced mechanical problems 
with his usually reliable works Honda 
and Hannah increased his lead in the 
Championship point standings with four 
wins for four starts. Suzuki’s Billy 
“Sugar Bear” Grossi came out of the 
battle with second overall for the day 
ahead of Steve Wise on a Team Honda 
supported FMF Elsinore. 

Action in the pits after the race 
proved to be just as exciting as on the 
track as independent Mickey Boone 
claimed Hannah's winning prototype 
multi-thousand ^ dollar. watercooled 
works Yamaha for the $2,000 claiming 
price as stipulated in. the AMA 
rulebook. It was the first time in the 
history. of ‘AMA motocross © that 
someone had tried to claim one of the 
exotic factory bikes as used by the 
Japanese teams. 

In the 500cc Support Class local rider 
Bob Rutter once again had the Red Bud 
hill course dialed in to take his Bultaco 
to a repeat victory of his Trans-AMA 
Support Class win last fall. Strong rides 
were put in by Bruce Kahlhamer on a 
CCM and Rick Walsworth on a Penton 
during the day, but in. the. final 
standings it was John Kelly who took 
his Yamaha to second overall, and David 
Ellis on another Yamaha capturing 
third. 


First Moto 


The ear piercing scream of high reving 
two-strokes shattered the air as the gate 
dropped and the field exploded forward 
into turn one, then funneled down for 
the tight one-line mudhole at turn two. 
Someone fell, and a number of riders 
went down with him, including Hannah, 
Grossi, Kessler, Kudalski and Hart. 
Hannah was one of the last to get 
running again from back in 38th place. 
Tim Hart was forced to retire his 
Can Am for the day with bent forks. Up 
front, Suzuki’s new factory rider for the 
125cc class, Jeff Jennings was running 
away with the race on a stock RM 
machine. Unable to qualify at 
Hangtown because of AMA error, 
Jennings was now in full command as he 
built up a 10-second lead on Bruce 
McDougal, Broc Glover, John Savitski, 
Warren Reid, Marty Smith and Ron 
Turner after just five laps. With Jennings 
almost out of sight on the challenging 
Red Bud course that had riders 
stomping their gearboxes like crazy for 
the hills, the race became a 6-way battle 
for second place. 

Though he had lost his clutch on the 
third. lap, Marty Smith. was slowly 
working his way up towards McDougal 
in second. Moving faster though, was 
Hannah. The race was hardly half over 
as he pulled up behind Marty and the 
two of them worked their way around 
McDougal's T & M bike. People began 
placing bets if they could catch up with 
Jennings who was now 30 seconds 
ahead, but before they even had a 








chance to try, Jeff was out of the race 
with a broken chain. 

It was now a race to see if Hannah 
could get his water pumper around the 
National Champion for the lead. 
Kicking the back end of the Yamaha 
out in the turns and tucking in behind 
the radiator on the bumpy back 
straight, Bob hounded Marty’s rear 
fender for not more than a lap before 
blasting by Marty and taking the lead. 
Half a lap later Marty pulled off to the 
side of the track with a burned 
crankshalf and a clutch assembly that 
tried to find its way thru the Honda’s 
sidecover. Hurricane Hannah easily 
continued to pull away with his lead 
right up to the checkered flag. On the 
straights his water pumper proved to be 
no faster than the other bikes, but 
rather'it was Bob's skill in diving into 
the turns deeper amid some pretty hairy 
handlebar slapping and holding it on 
further in the rough stuff. 

“I felt ragged,” said Bob, “bouncing 
all over the place.” But it hardly kept 
him from moving up from 38th place. 
Billy Grossi moved up as well from the 
second turn crash to take second behind 
Hurricane, despite the fact his Suzuki 
was seizing off and on during the race. 
McDougal held on for third place, 
followed by Reid, Kessler, Wise, Savitski 
and Ron Turner. Yamaha’s Danny 
Turner had the petcock fall off his fuel 
tank and ran out of gas. Danny LaPorte 
brought his Suzuki in ninth with a 
footpeg stuck in the up position. 


Moto Two 


The mudhole was reworked for the 
second moto and everyone got a good 
start as “Killer” Don Kudalski nailed 
down the lead with his FMF-Team 
Honda Elsinore. The field sorted out 
behind him and by the fourth lap Marty 
Moates from San Diego on a RM Suzuki 
held second position ahead of Marty 
Smith, Grossi, 16 year old Jennings, 





Kessler and Hannah. Four more laps and 
both Smith and Grossi had gotten 
around Moates, and Hannah had moved 
up as well to join. them as they set out 
in pursuit of Kudalski. 


The three of them closed on Kudalski 
and for the next 10 minutes they left 
knobby prints of each other's fenders as 
Don still held onto his front position. 
Around the. halfway point in the moto 
he slowed up and let Smith, Grossi and 
Hannah on by... 

“I got so nervous, that I just wanted 
to play it safe and slowed down. I didn’t 
want to take the chance of falling," Don 
said afterwards. 

Two laps after Kudalski dropped 
back, Hannah worked his way around 
Grossi for good and began pressuring 
Smith. Another two laps and Bob had 
the lead permanently for the second 
time in the day. Marty stayed some 20 
feet behind Bob right to the checkered 
flag. Billy Grossi maintained his third 
place easily, and with it the Bear latched 
onto second overall for the day behind 
the Hurricane. Following in fourth place 
for the moto was Kudalski, then Mickey 
Kessler on the new factory Kawasaki 
bike, Moates, Wise and Dan Turner. 


Bob summed up the moto on the Bill 
Buchka tuned works Yamaha which has 
proven to be ultra reliable — “It was 
really a close one. Marty made a little 
mistake and I got around him. I thought 
he might pass me back, but he didn’t.” 


Claiming the water pumper 


Fifteen minutes after Bob Hannah 
pulled into the pits with his win of the 
second moto, AMA National Motocross 
Referee Chuck McCall walked over to 
the Yamaha pit area and impounded 
Bob's winning number 39 works 
Yamaha. What had been feared in 
motocross, and has happened in other 
types of motorcycle racing, was finally 
taking place. According to AMA rules, 











any rider in the race could claim any 
other rider’s bike. The going price for 
the 125cc motocrosser was $2,000. 

The rider who had made the claim on 
the bike was Mickey Boone, a rider who 
had last year been semi-sponsored by 
Honda on production Elsinores, and had 
terminated the sponsorship” himself 
when Honda wouldn’t let him have the 
use of their RC factory bikes. Honda 
felt he wasn’t fast enough to warrant 
their letting him race an RC. Boone was 
of the opinion that he, as well as many 
other independent riders, could 
compete with the factory riders if they 
had equal equipment. 

As  Mickey's father commented, 
"Factory's should be required to sell 
200 or more examples of a bike to the 
general public before the bike can be 
eligible to race. The present system of 
letting the factories use exotic works 
bikes isn’t fair to the independent.” 

Boone was out to prove a point. He 
said he would have chosen either the 
Honda RC or Suzuki RA 125cc works 
bikes just as easily, but singled out the 
Yamaha because it had won. It didn’t 
matter to him that he'd never be able to 
race the bike because Yamaha wouldn't 
sell him parts for it, and nothing on the 
bike was interchangable with a 
production YZ. Besides, he would look 
pretty foolish is he raced the bike and 
didn’t win. 

Two minutes before the 30-minute 
claiming period ended, Bob Hannah ran 
up and put in his own claim on the 
Yamaha owned bike. A team manger 
from one of the other factory teams put 
up the money for Hannah’s bid. 

"That's my bike!” exclaimed Bob. 
“It’s set up just right for me. No one 
else could ride it, and I don’t want to 
see it destroyed!" The apprehension 
clouded his face which was still red and 
dirty from winning the race. 

Chuck McCall placed the numbers 
used for drawing starting positions in a

coffee can, and then held it in his hand 
over his head. Both Mickey and Bob 
would draw numbers. The rider who 
drew the highest number could pick up 
a real bargain for $2,000; a factory 
prototype works bike with handbuilt 
frame, dual spring alloy monoshock 
suspension, watercooled engine with 
internally cranksshaft driven water 
pump. The front forks alone were worth 
more than $3,000. Both Mickey and 
Bob reached high into the air and 
dipped their hands in the coffee can. 
Mickey drew out a slip of paper with 
the number 42 marked on it, Bob drew 
out number 47. Hannah had just bought 
himself a Yamaha. 

Still, the matter was only settled until 
next week's race. Who's bike would be 
next? Marty Smith's RC 125? Tony D.'s 
RH 250? Jimmy Weinert's KX 400? We 
asked Yamaha Racing Team Manager 
Pete Schick how he felt about the whole 
claiming situation . .. 

“Works bikes are highly experimental 
items. We need them for development 
to improve the products we sell. The 
claiming rule is needed, though, for the 
benefit of the privateer. We need to 
raise the prices in the claiming rule, 
because even most. the the privateers 
have more than $2,000 invested in a 
competitive race bike.” Ф

It was just one of several hard fought 
and dangerous races at the meeting, run 
for the first time on the twisty six 
kilometre circuit. With the temperature 


in the upper 80% (F) and the 
competition so tough falls were 
inevitable, but with more than 70

crashes, and two fatalities at the end of 
the meeting it might be thought that the 
track is just not suitable for this class of 
competition. 

Only 60,000 fans instead of the 
anticipated 100,000 lined the hillside of 
the picturesque track, which appeared 
to have been built with car racing in 
mind more than motorcycles. 

The two riders who died were Italian 
aces Paolo Tordi, and Otello Buscherini. 
Tordi, fifth fastest in the 350cc class, 
despite two crashes in practice for that 
race, died almost immediately from 
serious chest injuries after being hit by 
his machine, while Buscherini, robbed 
of second place in the 125cc race when 
his Malanca stopped just two kilometres 
from the finish, dièd after crashing 
during the 250cc race, from serious 
stomach injuries. 

Spaniard Angel 


Nieto gave the 


Bultaco firm, now back at work after a 
six week long strike, their first GP 
victory in the 50cc class, beating Italian 
Eugenio Lazzarini, and West German 
Rudolf Kunz easily. 

Pirpaolo Bianchi took the 125cc race, 
yet again for the home Morbidelli 
factory, but his teammate Pileri was 
struggling to beat Buscherini, until the 
Malanca’s engine broke on the final lap. 

Johnny Cecotto took his total of 
crashes for the year to ten with» two 
more during training, but though he and 
his sponsor had hard words about his 
500cc form, no one had any doubt who 
would win the 350cc event after 
Cecotto shot off the line like a scalded 
cat. 

He beat Italian newcomer Franco 
Uncini, a 20 year old with. considerable 
talent, and circuit knowledge, by more 
than 30 seconds, with Australian John 


Johnny Cecotto (350 Yamaha) notched another win in his bid to retain the 350 title. 








Dodds third. Giacomo Agostini’ MV 
was fast, but in the race he pulled out 
after a few laps, complaining it was 
undergeared, and the engine was 
over-revving. 

Franco  Uncini moved quickly 
through to second place behind Cecotto 
on the ninth lap. Villa's machine was 
slowing, and Finn Penti Korhonen 
moved ahead of him for third. But John 
Dodds, quickest in practice, was on the 
move, too, and he moved into third a 
lap later. 

Penti Korhonen made.a superb start 
in the 250cc race, but Walter. Villa 
forced his way into the lead on the 
seventh lap. Penti lost second six laps 
later, to Japanese star Takazumi 
Katayama. Gustaffson and Pons were 
fourth and fifth by now, but both 
crashed, yet again, and escaped injury. 
Choukroun, went out, too, seized. 

The news of both Tordi’s and 
Buscherini’s deaths had come through at 
this time, and Johnny Cecotto was one 
of many riders to be deeply upset. He 
pulled out of the 500cc race after just a 
few laps, more as a gesture of respect. 

Giacomo Agostini, disenchanted with 
the MV 500, had decided to switch to 
the new Suzukis, until the new MV 
Boxer engine is race ready. Agostini had 
broken the lap record several times in 
training, and was in pole position. The 
crowd were delighted to see him hold 
off Barry Sheene’s strong challenge in 
the early laps, but when Phil Read 
arrived, Sheene decided it was time to 
move on, and swept past the Italian. 
Read overtook him too, but the Italian’s 
race was short lived for the Suzuki 
seized, and he retired to the jeers and 
catcalls of his fickle fans. 

The Read/Sheene battle was superb, 
though, and the crowd turned their 
attention to that instead of Ago baiting. 
Sheene let Read through, but he made a 
mistake when a tailender slowed him by 
more than three seconds on one lap 
letting Read move out of reach. Barry 
had to work hard to close the gap, and 
the pair were together for the final lap. 
The lead changed hands four times on 
that final circuit. е

Stronger than ever and on his way 
to a certain fifth World 
Championship title, Suzuki’s 
Roger DeCoster stormed ahead in 
the 500cc GP battle with fastest 
qualifying time Sunday morning 
and first place finishes in both 
motos on the Malmabanan circuit 
near Vasteras. 

Maico's Adolf Weil took the start of 
the first race with DeCoster and Puch's 
Herbert Schmitz in second and third 
Husky's Brad Lackey met disaster at the 
first corner a rock got in between the 
chain and thé sprocket and threw the 
chain off. Brad pushed the Husqvarna 
off the track, leaned it against a straw 
bale and quickly got the chain back on. 
He started about a half a lap down on 
the rest of the riders, but his engine was 
not running properly and he pulled into 
the pits hoping that his mechanic could 
help him find the problem. The choke 
had been put on, probably when the 
bike had been laid against the straw bale 
and that was why the engine had been 
acting strangely. He was now a complete 
lap behind and he retired. 

Roger was closing the gap on Weil and 
finally got by midway through the race; 
Schmitz was also hungry and his works 
Puch was fast enough to catch Weil also 
and pass him in the last few laps. 

Gerrit Wolsink and Graham Noyce 
also got bad starts and the young 
English rider used so much energy to 
catch the leaders that he didn’t have 
enough strength to push for a higher 
position. Halfway through the race 
Gerrit’s left contact lens popped out 
and stayed inside his goggles. His vision 
was so blurred that he could not pick 
out the good racing lines. 

Frans Sigmans got a good start and 
was amongst the leaders when he hit a 
rock which pitched his Maico sideways 
and threw him off. Honda’s Pierre 
Karsmakers, .was. right. behind. him. . 


smashed into Frans' bike and crashed. 
Directly behind him was Jaak Van 
Velthovan, who was so close that he 
could not avoid Pierre and ran over him 
with his KTM directly over Pierre’s 
chest injuring his ribs, bruising the right 
side of Pierre’s jaw/the inside of his left 
elbow and forearm. All three riders 
retired. Jaak had been smashed in the 
groin and tried to continue, but the pain 
forced him to stop. 

In the second race it was nineteen 
year old Graham Noyce who got the 
jump on everybody and got eight to ten 
meters ahead of Roger as they came 
around the first lap. Noyce led for four 
laps with Roger closing up on him and 
waiting for the younger rider to make a 
mistake. Roger said after the race that 
Graham was out of control and on the 
verge of crashing many times in an 
effort to keep ahead of him. 

Just after the start/finish area when 
they started the fifth lap Graham 
accelerated out of a turn with too much 
throttle, the Maico pitched sideways 
and the rear end jumped back and forth 
a couple of times before he was thrown 
off. He was a bit shaken, but said he 
didn't get back into the race because 
after he was in the lead and crashed he 
didn't want to get back and finish out 
of the point. 

Bultaco's Bengt Aberg retired when a 
stone broke his knee protector and 
smashed his knee cap. Wolsink could 
hardly see in the second race when his 
contact lenses gave him trouble again. “I 
had to start taking chances and guessing 
where the lines were. I don't want to 
kill myself. On the back part of the 
course it was no problem, but going past 
the start finish straight my vision was 
completely blurred, I couldn't see. Last 
time for contact lenses, back to glasses." 

Brad had gotten a decent start and 
was in seventh when his jinx of bad luck 
struck again. As he came off a slow 
drop-off he gassed it to take the next 
downhill straight that had an asphalt lip 
before the jump. A little too much gas 
threw the Husqvarna ninety degrees 
sideways and he went off the jump with 
no way to straighten flight path. He 
landed and crashed end over end several 
times. Ake Jonsson was so close behind 
him that he had to lock up both brakes. 
This stalled his engine and he had to 
come to a complete stop and restart the 
engine. Karsmakers was right behind 
Ake and passed him and Brad to move 
into fourth place behind Schmitz. He 
edged closed to the West German until 
he finally passed him and started after 
Weil and was gaining on him every lap, 
but time ran out and he finished eight 
seconds behind Adolf. 

Roger again made the win look easy 
with a twenty-three second margin over 
Adolf. Roger said after the race in the 
Suzuki tent that he had ridden in the 
race just as fast as he had been riding 
during the week in practice sessions. 


. After wiping the dirt and sweat off his 


face he sat back in the chair and said, 
"Sometimes it is so hard to make tenth 
place, other times it is so easy to make 
first. The hardest part of the second 
race was after I had taken the lead. I 
had a hard time concentrating and 
keeping a racing pace." For the first 
time this season Roger looked 
completely relaxed and in. complete 
control of his Suzuki. In the previous 
races this year he was a little jerky and 
not displaying the clean smooth riding 
that he normally does. His bike is now 
faster than it was at the beginning of 
the year and both he and Gerrit are now 
using new Konis made especially to 
Suzukis specifications.

De Anza World 
Champ Hillclimb

SUNNYMEA D, CAL., MAY 23 

Show a hillclimber any hill and 
he'll jump to meet the challenge. 
Offer him from $100 to. $1200 for 
being the fastest man over that hill 
and he'll go through anything to 
get there. The fact that the last 
rain at De Anza is well back in the 
history books, and the blazing sun 
is very much at hand, meant that the 
hill was at least two feet deep with loose 
powder. But, James Mock, Inc. and 
Vinson and Thomas Construction Co. 
had put up a sizable purse and every 
rider was willing to give it a go. 

The first of the four classes to the 
line were the bikes ranging up to 125cc. 
This was the only class that would be 
run off completely (each rider getting 
two runs) on a separate hill. 

It looked like the win would go to 
one of the younger riders, Steve Stith, 
age 13. He set the high mark on the first 
run, only to have it fall away to Tom 
Turner's second run. Both Stith and 
Turner were Honda mounted, and 
Turner was the tuner for both bikes. 
First place in this class paid $100, and 
young Steve picked up $40 for second. 

The 126-250cc bikes began their runs 
and the crowd got some idea of how 
really tough this hill was going to be. 
The riders had an off-camber run from 
the starting line, then over a jump and 
into powder that reached nearly to the 
axle. If the bike survived that, and many 
didn't, the next obstacle was the 
dog-legged turn. The lucky ones missed 
the turn and veered left to where an 
access road had been cut. The others 
went right ...right down into a steep 
gully that required plenty of muscle to 
get out of. 

Doug Hall managed to take his 
Bultaco up to the 479 foot mark, just 
below the clocks which were at 485 
feet. Since he ran early in the class, the 
crowd still had hopes of seeing someone 
go over the top. Those hopes dimmed 
rapidly as rider after rider fell well back 
of Hall’s high mark. j | 











The next class, bikes that ranged 
from 251-501ccs, was the biggest of the 
day. Some of the top names in 
hillclimbing had entered: Ron 
Standeven, Wes Evans, Dick De Rosa 
and Kerry Peterson, tops as far as SoCal 
riders go, were all in this class. Ron 
True, Jim True and Vince Bertolucci, all 
from Northern California, were making 
their first appearances of the day. Jim 
Stoddard and Mel Kimball led a large 
contingency of Utah riders and some 
were from as far away as Indiana and 
Texas. 2 

Wes Evans became the first man to 
see the top of the hill. He set a time of 
12.99 seconds. He was soon followed by 
some of the competition, but the time 
to beat was Evans’ 12.39 in his second 
run, and no one quite made it. The 
closest was Kerry Peterson with a time 
of 14.09 seconds. 

The line up in the four-stroke class 
was pretty much a repeat of the 500 
class. Some new names were added; Jim 
Ellenberger, winner of the Open class at 
the Widowmaker, and Vince Vinson, 
second place Open winner. Jim and Ron 
True were both entered. 


When you consider that the fast times 
last year were well under 10 seconds, 
today’s times were unimpressive. Then 
came Neal Mackel, King of the 
Matterhorn. Both Ron and Jim True 
had already made their first runs, and 
their marks were impressive, 12.37 
seconds for Ron, and 470 feet for Jim. 
‘But Mac was riding in his home area and 
the crowd was very partial. The pressure 
was on, but he was equal to the 
challenge.

What's a 
Morini? 
By Lane Campbell 


What's a Morini, you ask? Or more 
to the point, why is a Morini? To 
begin to understand this seemingly 
innocent, overpriced and largely 
unappreciated pushrod 350cc 
V-twin, you must first realize that 
it was more than ten years ago, on 
a 250cc Morini racing single, that 
a certain Giacomo Agostini rose to 
fame, and on the same machine 
Tarquinio Provini led the Honda Fours a 
merry chase before the Japanese got 
their chassis sorted. 

So now this half-forgotten Italian 
firm has created a docile (?) tractable 
street bike and released limited numbers 
of them to this country. Until the East 
Coast importer (Herdan, Inc.) appointed 
Lance Weil’s Rickey Racer as their 
Western agent, the Moto Morini 
remained an unapproachable question 
mark. Then, on a Sunday ride with 
Lance and a few good friends, it all 
came together with sparkling clarity. 

It’s not enough that a bike can thrum 
along smoothly at freeway speeds in 
fifth gear without effort (sixth is useless 
below 75 mph), or that mileage ranges 
from 45 MPG to an easy 65-plus MPG. 
There are $900 bikes that can do that. 
The “why” of the Morini lies not in 
numbers, nor in normal consumer 
sensitivities. Nor does the answer lie in 
the super-quiet, vaguely — Harley-ish 
cadence in its svelte exhaust note as it 
slips unobtrusively about town. 

No, it's when ten guys who enjoy 
riding fast peel off the freeway and into 
the mountains that the Morini earns its 
price tag. There's two Laverda 1000s, a 
Guzzi 850, an intensely tricked-out 
Yamaha TX500, a KZ900 and a Kaw 
400 triple in the pack. Upgrade, on fast 
sweeping road, the Morini is laboring 
hard to stay with the bigger bikes 
(though pulling the Kaw 400 on torque 
alone); as the KZ and the 1000s vanish 
into 110 mph dots and then grow large 
again when road and traffic tighten up. 
Realize now, that this is a mere 350, 
pulling away from its peers and hanging 
in with Open class machinery in an 
engine-punishing uphill tractor pull 
punctuated by fast change-up curves. 

Above 3000 feet all the bikes begin 
to go a little off their feed, the road 
becomes all second and third gear work, 
and that Morini begins to universally 
kick ass. Mindless of size, horsepower, 
or rider ability, the Morini winds up in 
the lead trio or running away alone. 

Uphill in the serpentines, it’s boogie 
time, flicking effortlessly back and 
forth, casually varying line and attitude 
with tiny increments of low-side knee 
and throttle, but never out of shape 
unless a clumsy shift or a too-sudden 
grab at the four-shoe front brake brings 
on a sudden twitch that just as quickly 
self-corrects. Then wait at the top, 
helmet off, wet the dry lips, hoping 
nobody fell off until all are accounted 
for. And off again. 

Downhill, earholing at 95-plus behind 
a rider who hopes to be the first 
American to do a ton-up lap at the Isle 
of Man and thinking, “Gawd, I’m not 
supposed to go this fast!" And again 
waiting for the rest to straggle in. 

Yes, the mountains are a great 
equalizer. That’s “why a Morini is.” But 
how? To begin with, this was a very 





good Morini, the “3% Sport” model 
with just over 500 miles on a fresh 
engine and Axtell-flowed heads. The 
man did nothing radical, just a general 
cleaning-up. On the dyno, this engine 
read 24.5 horsepower at 5,000 rpm, and 
just over 25 hp into its 8500 rpm 
red-zone. (It could buzz freely up to 
ten grand, if you’d let it.) 

So part of the Morini’s secret is in a 
smooth, almost flat power delivery over 
a broad rpm band. It’s done with 
seemingly tiny valves set in a perfectly 
flat head. The combustion chamber is 
sunk into the piston crown; thus the 
small valves make efficient use of every 
bit of their available area in 
high-velocity flow, because they’re not 
shrouded by their own 
combustion-chamber pocket. With ports 
that are nearly spot-on from the 
factory, a Gilmer-belt cam drive and 
otherwise straightforward top end 
design, the result is a deceptively quick 
motorcycle — one that doesn't feel fast, 
but is fast. 

The rest of the engine is the height of 
sophisticated simplicity, cylinders 
angled at 72 degrees for compactness 
and smooth power delivery (compared 
to the "ideal" 90 degrees). The cylinder 
axes are “double-desaxe”’ — intersecting 
below the crank to further shorten the 
engine; then rods and piston pins are 
offset carefully to balance out engine 
inertia forces. The split rods with plain 
bearings lie side-by-side on a common 
crankpin as you’d expect on a Detroit 
V-8; but the crank itself is mounted on 
ball bearings. 

The clutch is dry and air-cooled; the 
alternator (also air-cooled) has five coils 
for lighting/charging and one to power 
the solid-state ignition. The battery may 
be removed for racing. The electrics are 
supplied by Ducati Elettronica and (we 
hope) will become a new standard for 


the Italian industry. They are that good; 
plug-in, modular and color-coded so 
even a dummy couldn’t get lost in the 
circuitry. 

The two 25mm square Dell'Ortos 
feed from an odd-shaped but effective 
thin-section air cleaner stuffed up under 
the tank. There's an automatic solenoid 
fuel shutoff that opens a petcock 
whenever the ignition is on, snaps closed 
when it's off. Reserve is a mnaual 
petcock on the opposite side of the 
tank. 

Electric main J-box is under one side 
panel, battery is under another. Tools 
are in a deep glove box under the seat. 
All these things attach/remove with fat 
plastic thumbscrews. 

The chassis is impossible to criticize. 
It does nothing wrong. Alloy rims and a 
four-shoe front brake are standard. Cast 
alloy wheels and front disc can be had, 
if you beg. The whole thing weighs 
about 320 pounds, maybe a tad less. 
Oh, yeah — there’s a 500 in the works, 
and it’s only marginally heftier than the 
350. But you'll have to wait for it, 
because, as has happened with other 
Italian machinery, the American 
left-shift requirement has caused an 
interruption in supply and screwed-up 
inventories. Parts are plentiful, but not 
bikes. 

So what's a Morini? It’s a rare, 
compact, smooth, quick, rather unique 
motorcycle that will deceive you into 
going around corners faster than you 
thought yourself capable. It probably 
won't pull off the line with an RD350, 
but after five to ten minutes hard, 
continuous racing, I'd pick the Morini 
to run any stock RD into the ground. Is 
it fun? Sure is, especially if you enjoy 
humbling bigger machinery in the 
mountains. And what's worse, it's 
probably even practical. What's a 
Morini? A Morini is a trip. e

Derbi 2002/6V 


The Spanish asphalt earholer didn't 
die with the Metralla, 
it just went underground . . .

You 


probably can't buy it here, 


but this little Derbi street bike, 
created by the Spanish firm that 
has carried away several small-bore 


road racing World Championships, 
is significant enough to warrant at 
least a sidelong glance by us jaded 
Americans. Tested by the Spanish 
magazine Motociclismo (yes, there’s an 
Italian Motociclismo, too) this slightly 
Oriental-looking 187cc six-speed twin is 
an indication of what might have been if 
the Spaniards had not abdicated the 
roadrasher market to build dirt bikes. 

Underneath its uniquely-styled 
heads and side-cases, the engine is 
strongly suggestive of a piston-port 
Yamaha CS-5, right down to the 
vertically-split crankcases. Тһе 
crankshaft halves are splined together in 
the middle where the extra seals and 
bearings also lie. There’s a multiplate 
wet clutch, helical gear primary, and 
what looks like ап internal-rotor 
Motoplat solid-state ignition. Induction 
is via a pair of tiny 22mm square-barrel 
Dell'Ortos. 

The Spanish testers rated the 
handling “like a train” and the brakes 
super-powerful, but criticized the rear 
brake as grabby, lacking in feel, and 
possibly just plain overkill. The front 
brake on this model is а tour 
leading-shoe double backing plate design 


with an unusual cable-pull anchorage. 

The magazine was somewhat 
ambivalent about engine performance, 
in spite of a claimed 23 horsepower at 
8,000 rpm in the spec. Laid down, feet 
on the back pegs, they clocked a true 
138-140 Km/h (about 81 mph) in sixth 
gear, though the highly optimistic 
speedo was registering 150-155 Km/h at 
an indicated 7,000 rpm. Sounds like the 
bike really wasn’t pulling sixth like it 
should, though gearbox ratios of 
2.916/1.823/1.350/1.091/0.920/0.815 
look right on paper. Apparently the 
testers’ judgement (if our Spanish isn't 
slipping) was that there must be more to 
be had out of the little 240-Ib. twin, 
given some loosening up and some 
judicious tuning. 

The factory must think so, too, as 
they've promised a ‘“‘Sport” version with 
disc brakes and a bit more suds. The 
version tested looks like a neat 
"cooking" consumer bike that could be 
brought to this country if they saw fit 
to export. Else why the left hand shift 
and the electronic console-mounted gear 
indicator (a la Suzuki)? It is just too 
cute, too trick, too  expensively 
turned-out, for the Spaniards to be 
keeping for the home market alone.

Olympia Two Day- 
dusty Disaster

OLYMPIA, WASH., MAY 15-16 

Washington held their first official 
Two-Day Trial in the Qualifying 
series. It started at Straddleline 
Cycle Park and continued through 
the surrounding forest. What 
many thought could have been a 
near perfect run ended with some 
problems — the major one being 
the course was poorly marked and the 
arrows that were used were very hard to 
see. 
Carl Cranke (Pen) took his first win 
in this year’s series, seemed to enjoy the 
riding area and commented, “It’s a good 
trial and it’s the nicest trail riding we’ve 
had. The arrows weren't any good, but 
it sure was a lot of fun." Carl, who 
made every check with lots of time to 
spare, took the overall with a good lead. 

There were 162 entries for a total of 
210 miles of course to be ridden in the 
two days. Saturday morning the riders 
began to leave the impound at 8 a.m. 
under sunny skies. Here is where some 
of the problems started as the two clubs 
(Bell’s Angels M/C and Sea Fair City 
M/C) had set up the course in hopes of 
rain. The roads proved to be very dusty 
bringing the visability way down. 

When the riders began to come into 
the first pit area for gas most of them 
got a big surprise — no pit crews! What 
had happened was not only was the 
course poorly marked, the route to the 
pit area was even worse. People and vans 
were everywhere in the forest with no 
one really knowing which way to go. 
Finally when some of the pit crews 
began to find their way it put the riders 
and vans on the same dusty road with 
everyone going as fast as they could go 
in about three feet of visability. When 
the pit people pulled into the pit area 
they were told they could not pit out of 
their vans, but had to unload and move 
right away — which normally would 
have been alright if the riders weren't 
waiting to be pitted. All this led to 
much heated argument and lots of hard 
feelings. 

After about 140 miles (there was a 
total of about 170 the first day) they 





came to the first special test. It 
consisted of about two and one-half 
miles of flat out dirt road. One side it 
was a twisty up hill and the other side 
was down hill The-more power the 
machine had the better the score. Many 
riders felt it was strictly a power test. 

The last 18 miles of the day was 
where lots of riders lost their golds and 
many top riders came in on their grace 
period. The section was not only rough, 
but the time was tight. The second 
special test. was then ridden at the 
finish, through a small grass track and 
on the park’s motocross course. The 
rider then entered the impound where 
more than a few were having words with 
some of the officials. Two of them were 
Billy Uhl who had some problems in the 
special test and Lars Larson who got 
lost near the finish. 

At the start of the second day it was 
Mike Hannon (Bul) who had the lead 
and it looked like it would be a battle 
between Hannon and Cranke with only 
four seconds between them. They both 
had a good 30 second lead on the rest of 
the riders. 

There were 112 starters on Sunday 
morning and of the few riders unable to 
start their bike — Billy Uhl was one of 
them. He used all his start time and had 
to lose 60 points. Billy later said, “Oh, 
well it-was my own fault. I didn’t know 
the bike and I tickled it. When it 
wouldn’t start I did it some more and 
then I loaded it up. It really blew it for 
me, because there was no way I could 
catch Tom (Penton).” 

Before the last rider had left Mike 
Hannon was pushing his bike back into 
the impound area. “One of the main 
bearings on the crank had the cage let 
go — it took me out.” Hannon who is 
the points leader in the 250 class was 
counting on a win. 

Tragedy struck in the early part of 
the second day. Larry Felix of Portland, 
Oregon apparently thought he had lost 
his way, turned around and was 
traveling backwards on the course at a 
high rate of speed. He collided with 
Indiana rider Dave Ashley and took a 
blow between the eyes that proved 
fatal. Ashley was hospitalized with a 
broken thumb and wrist, but was later 
released. Kevin Lavoie and Ben Bower 
stopped and aided the injured riders 
until help arrived. They were both late 
to the next check, but of course were 
not penalized and finished the event on 
a later minute. 

The course, for the most part, was 
the same on Sunday as it was on the 
first day. The first special test Sunday 
was thrown out as most of the crew had 
gone to aid the injured riders. The 
second test was the same as Saturday 
only it was run backwards. The finish 
was a little different than usual. The 
rider came into the last check where 
they tested their lights and checked for 
all the legal markings — then the rider 
went into a work area and had 15 
minutes to work on their bike before 
the last special test. They then rode the 
test and skipped having to impound — 
this was done in case of rain. 


The classes 

Even though there had been eight 
starters in the 100cc class most had 
dropped out, so the 100cc and 125cc 
classes were combined. First place went 
to Phil Smith (Hus) and second to Rick 
Munyon (Hon). 

In the 175 class it was Tom Penton 
who not only won his class, but took a 
second overall. Tom was one of the few 
riders that didn’t have problems with 
the arrows. 

Local rider Dan Brown (Bul) took the 
win in the 250 class. Carl Cranke took 
the 350 class win as well as the overall. 
In the Open class Kevin Lavoie (Pen) 
was the winner with Ben Bower (Bul) 
taking second. 

Dick Mann’s luck did not change for 
this event. He hit another bike that had 
gone down in the blinding dust. He 
made it to the finish, but was unable to 
start Sunday morning. He was very sore 
with possible broken ribs. 

Of the original 162 entries 90 
finished with 50 gold, 7 silver and 33 
bronze medals being given. ж

Husky pros Jack Johnson and 
Larry Roessler made mince meat 
of the Sunday show with Carl 
Cranke the big boy Saturday. 
Johnson had little trouble despite not 
having had the lead until the third lap 
and then encountering an outright 
thunder and lightning storm that turned 
the dry and dusty pit area into a 
quagmire. Yet before the end of the 
nearly five hour event, dry and nearly 
dusty conditions returned as parts of 
the over-15 mile course weren’t even 
touched by the hour long storm. 


Rick Shirey led Doug Winchell 
through town on the first lap. J.A. 
Erickson was third through the traps a 
minute behind the leaders with Rich 
Buttner right behind in what had to be a 
phenomenal lap having started in the 
13th row with 15 seconds, or close to 
that, intervals. Quite a make-up but he 
wasn’t to survive the brutal pace. 


Steve Subith held off Johnson for 
fifth on the first go-round with Jim 
Johnson right behind and wild Willy 
Onga trying to hang on to their 
coattails. Mark Mason had Terry Gough 
to contend with to round out the top 
ten on the first lap while Carrol Brown, 
Bob Haynes and Larry Roessler were 
still struggling with the heavy dust. 


Shirey held the point through camp 
on lap two but this time with the Mint 
400 winner just behind and trucking 
with very consistent 28 minute laps 
despite the impending dark clouds and 
bursting rain. Roessler, on a 250 Husky, 
still was sort of in the back some six to 
eight minutes during the early laps, but 
was holding a consistent pace that 
would carry him to about a four minute 
second place with correction. 


The rain started with quarter-inch 
hail. Some of the mudders were smiling 
but that didn't seem to help guys like 
Bruce Kelly who was unhappy that he 
couldn't make up any more time than 
he did with the downpour.

Bob “Haywire” Haynes was one of 
the last to take the white flag and was 
the seventh man to make the ten laps; if 
so he will obviously win the Old Timer’s 
class against such real goodies as Ray 
Marshall, Hawley Slayton, Bill 
“Biscuits” Verbiscio, John & KJ, dae 
Lewis and Hank Coscio. 


Johnson wins again 
at Cherry Creek

The smoke bomb for the- 16th 
annual Cherry Creek Hare &

The Red Arrow 
Enduro

LONG BARN, CAL., MAY 16 

It’s so dry in the central Sierras 
that an ant crossing the logging 
road raises a cloud of dust. Six 
hundred enduro riders kicked up 
enough dust here to replace every grain 
that left Oklahoma in the thirties. Ron 
Martinez (Hus) of Fremont was the only 
rider who didn't choke through the grit. 
That's because he left on the first 
minute and led the whole enduro — “I 
was so determined to stay out front and 
put of the dust that I hit a few 
theckpoints early.'""The C riders at the 
end of the line were generally coming 
ito the checks late because they 
«ouldn't maintain speed through the 
haze. 

It was a very good enduro despite the 
dust. The Sonora Pass M.C. laid out a 
challenging 85-mile course with nicely 
varied terrain and trails. For every rough 
section of trail there was a 
corresponding section of fire road so 
that the enduro never became a 
“survival of the fittest” situation. There 
were places where you had to wriggle 
around tight turns in the manzanita and 
there were others where you could glide 
along under the pine trees on hard 
packed trail. 

Uphilis and downhills were not a big 
factor in this enduro although there was 
one uphill just beyond the first check 
which caused a bottleneck for a few C 





riders. The soil was loose and after the 
A and B riders had passed through it 
was plowed up to the point where you 
had to have a good run at it. 

There were some water crossings 
despite what has been said about 
dryness and dust. It was amazing to see 
the numbers of riders who were watered 
out at each little stream. 

There were two freakish obstacles so 
out of place and unexpected on that dry 
run that they no doubt astounded and 
amazed the most hard core enduro 
riders. Out of that whole expanse of 
semi-arid, hot, filthy forest the layout 
crew found a patch of snow. It lay on a 
gentle slope closed off at each end by 
thick woods. It was about fifty feet 
wide and at the lower end there was a 
deep, muddy trough. Many a rider, 
unprepared for this sort of thing, lost 
his cool and landed on his ass. The 
second dirty trick was a pot hole across 
a fire road. It must have been two feet 
deep and brim full of watery mud of 
about the consistency of chocolate 
fudge. If you had any style at all you 
would be bombing down the road as 
fast as you could imagine, goggle lenses 
completely blacked out by a layer of 
dust, going by instinct alone — and then 
pow, splat, klunk, you sunk quietly into 
this hog wallow. Enduros are supposed 
to be unpredictable but this was beyond 
the beyond. Even Ron Martinez found 
himself slightly surprised and 
considerably slowed down by this 
revolting predicament. 

But the enduro had a good ending, 
the last piece of the course was 
pavement and down at the end ot it 
there was cold beer and finishing pins. 
Buenos, Muchachos y Muchachas. 
Results will come. soon. Good enduro.

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EPA to weigh future of motorcyclii 


Atthe L.A. Convention Center 
May 27, California's Air Resources 
Board publicly applied for a 
federal waiver to allow California 
to adopt hydrocarbon emissions 
standards for motorcycles, begin- 
ning January, 1978. The standards 
(which 'CARB adopted July 15, 1975) 
call for a 10 gram/kilometer limit 
beginning in 1978, 5.0 g/k beginning in 
1980 and 1.0 g/k in 1982. 

The motorcycle industry has 
constantly maintained that such 
standards would be disastrous, in terms 
of cost, performance, and ultimately in 
terms of motorcycle sales. Alan Isley 
(MIC), Brian Gill (Honda), Dennis David 
(Kawasaki), Robert Hammond (Suzuki) 
and Russ Jura (Yamaha) all testified 
again as to the industry’s position. Only 
one person (a Cycle News editor) 
attempted to speak on behalf of the 
motorcycling public. 

For CARB’s part, Deputy Executive 
Officer Tom Austin accused the 


cost figures and claimed that the 
technology to produce “clean 
motorcycles" was at hand. Austin ^ 
seemed insensitive, even under 
questioning, as to what the controls 
would cost to consumers ultimately, or 
what it would do to firms primarily 
dependent on two stroke motorcycles 
for their survival. 

The EPA will leave the hearing record 
open for public comment until June 11. 
The effects of emission control on 
motorcycles, at either the state or 
federal level will be sweeping, costly, 
damaging to some, possibly dangerous 
to riders. Riders and dealers who have 
an interest or a position on this issue 
should study the facts and write their 
comments to the EPA at the address 
shown (see accompanying story). There 
is little time left. 


BLM East Mojave hearing 
results 

On a slightly more upbeat note are 
the results of four public meetings 
called by BLM to hear citizen inputs for 


the East Mojave Planning Unit (a 
1,900,000 acre area east of Baker, 
between 1-15 and 1-40, marked “Special 
design” in BLM’s interim plan.) The 
attendees at the four meetings — Los 
Angeles, Baker, Needles, Riverside — 
were asked to identify issues and 
problems of importance to them. 

The overwhelming majority in all 
cases called for an open desert, no more 
closures, less restrictions, or. some 
variation on the same theme. This came 
from more than just bikers. Miners, 


* rockhounds, campers, jeepers, ranchers, 


and cavers (spelunkers) all told the 
government, in effect, to stay out of 
their lives and leave desert use planning 
to the people who live on it. 

Only in Los Angeles was there 
enough input asking closure or control 
of ORVs to warrant summary. There, 
according to the planners’ “point 
system"' assigned to various inputs, the 
“Control ORVs’’ issue received eight 
points, against 264 for “No ORV 
closure," 252 for "Leave open existing 
roads and trails," 101 for '"Re-open 
Kelso Dunes," and 33 for "Allow for

California to set emission standards for motorcycles; and in which 
representatives of the motorcycle industry, plus yours truly, would try 
to tell them why not. I was there with the prescribed 15 copies of my 
statement. The young lady on the phone who had confirmed my time 
slot had said, "You really wouldn't want to show up with any less than 
15 copies." The way she said it made me realize this must be the social 
whirl.in Washington — meeting to hearing to meeting, always with the 
correct number of copies and the correct color of necktie. 

The Air Resources Board sent in a Deputy Executive Officer, a Mr. 
Tom Austin, to speak for them. The board itself was meeting down the 
hall on other matters — an act which was in itself an off-handed 
socio-political gesture. 

"Mr. Austin proceeded to tell us that motorcycles gave off bad 
hydrocarbon (HC) emissions because they ran on such rich fuel-air 
mixtures; and that the manufacturers used rich mixturesas a “cover-up” 


for other engine design problems. He went on to state that technology . 


was available to build clean motorcycles and maybe even save gas, with 
leaner-burning engines. (When I asked him, i writing, whether the 


/Jean-burn strategy would cause significantly more engine failures, he 
` chose to filibuster the question rather than answer it.) He also said, 


“We've kicked it around in the office, they (the manufacturers) could 
use direct fuel injection to clean up the two strokes considerably.” And 
I thought, that’s just great. If you guys can kick it around in the office, 
then the technology must be available. -

they got all that money and legal horsepower ~- at least that's what 
everybody keeps telling me.

The L.A. Sprockets were the second 
team in two nights to lose at home with 
the Ventura Sharks taking a bite out of 
them. After two rounds of neck and 
neck racing, the fireworks began when 
two Sharks were eliminated for breaking 
the start tapes. First Danny Becker, who 
was replaced by Bobby Schwartz; then 
Dave Sims, who was replaced by Randy 
Marsh, Sprocket leader Mike Bast then 
angrily ran out of the pits over to the 
track ref to protest that the complete 
replacement of the two offending riders 
was one replacement too many. 
The ref didn’t agree, and even after 
Bast leaped into the announcer’s booth 
to talk it over with Bruce Flanders, the 
protest to disqualify Marsh was still 
disallowed. The heat went on and 
proved to be the turning point as 
Schwartz and Marsh swept over Gene 
Woods and Norm Denny, who fell.
